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APHTHARGELIA NOM. NOV. FOR THARGELIA 
OESTLUND (APHIDAE) 


The new name proposed herewith is made necessary because 
the name Thargelia erected for a genus is the famil}^ Aphidae 
by Oestlund is a homonym. 

In 1922 Oestland proposed the name Thargelia for a new genus in the 
family Aphidae, not knowing that Puengeler had made use of this name 
for a genus of Lepidoptera in 1899. I have known of the homonymy 
of Thargelia for many years, and was reminded of this fact recently, 
when D. Hille Kis Lumbers, in a publication by G. F. Knowlton made 
use of it. The genus Thargelia of Oestlund has been little used in 
America, but its type species has been placed in a number of genera. 
It is suspected that it will come into general use when the system of 
classification used in Europe comes into more general use. 

I propose the name Aphthargelia nom. nov. for the Thargelia of 
Oestland and select as type (monohypical) Aphis symphoricarpi Thomas. 
Oestlund ^s type for the genus Thargelia was his species Aphis albipes 
which Hottes and Prison have shown to be a synonym of the species 
described by Thomas as Aphis symphoricarpi.
